Postal receipts for the Septem­ 
ber quarter at the Comanche Post 
Office showed a slight increase 
over this same period last year, 
according to Postmaster J. R. 
Eanes. 
In the quarter ending Septem­ 
ber 30, $4,355 was collected in pos­ 
tal receipts compared with $4,243 
last year. 
Total postal receipts are higher 
this year. In 1940, $4.041.96 was 
collected in the March quarter: 
$3.958 in the June quarter; $4.243 
in the September quarter, and 
$4.786 in the December quarter. 
Every quarter has shown an in­ 
crease this year. In the first quar­ 
ter of 1941, $4.489 was collected; 
$4.971 was collected during the 
June quarter, and a total of $4,355 
in the September quarter.

The Federal Land Bank of 
Houston reports improved collec­ 
tions this year. It has been able 
to reduce its Inventory of real 
estate durine the past 12 months 
due to a lively demand for farms. 
The land bank has made more 
than 40"* more new loans thus far 
in 1941 than for the same period 
in 1940 Tins gain was said to be 
due largely to activity in land and 
refinancing under favorable terms 
and Interest rates. 
It waa pointed out at the con­ 
ference that the Federal Land 
Bank of Houston has extended a 
total of $411.000.000 In long term 
farm motgage credit through land 
bank and land bank commissioner 
loans in 24 years: more than a 
fourth of all borrowers have re­ 
paid their obligations in full, prov­ 
ing the success of the land bank 
system goal of helping farmer; 
and ranchers pay out of debt. 
The 
secretary - treasurers ex­ 
pressed the belief that the land 
oank system has been a stabilizing 
influence on land values by hold­ 
ing the basis for loans to normal 
agricultural values and by judg­ 
ing repayment ability according 
to normal prices. 
The associations and their land 
bank are advocating a plan which 
permits payments on obligations 
In advance to build up a cushion 
against lean years and at this 
time they are able to permit an 
offset in interest on advance pay­ 
ments.

NOw la the time to start some 
action against the peach tree 
borer». The following suggestions 
are recommended. 
Farad Ichlorobensene 
Method 
No preparation of the soil Is nec 
essary except to break the crust 
for 16 to IS Inches around the 
tree and to remove any grass or 
weeds. PDB crystals should be 
placed in a circle around the tree, 
about three Inches from the base. 
For m ature trees of average size. 
1 ou need by weight should be us­ 
ed; for unusually large trees an 
ounce and one and a half is 
sometimes needed: for trees four 
to five years old. three-fourths of 
an ounce; and for trees one to 
three years of age. one-half ounce 
or slightly less, should be used. 
Immediately after the crystals 
have been applied, they should 
be covered with several shovelful 
of dirt, and the dirt packed with 
the back of the shovel to make a 
cone-shaped mound. The m aterial 
should be applied between Oct 
20 and Nov. 5. After about six 
weeks, the mound of earth should 
be tom down and the residue of 
crystals removed. 
It seems that the Defense Pro­ 
gram is taking most of the ethy­ 
lene dichloride supply, and we 
will no doubt have to use para- 
dichlorobenzcne in fighting the 
borers this winter.

Colley, from Comanche, Texas, 
was part of a four-man outpost 
placed in the path of the advanc­ 
ing Blues and charged with the 
task of reporting the foe’s ap­ 
proach. The Blues not only arriv­ 
ed as anticipated by the Red 
command, but succeeded in sur­ 
prising the Red’s outpost in Gil­ 
mer, Texas, capturing everyone 
except the slippery Colley, who 
evaded the net but lost his m otor­ 
cycle to the enemy.
